and zealous in their profession, "but It 
s a regrettable fact that the higher 
iffloers are old for, the responsibilities 
of the modern navy, and the admirals 
lo not arrive at flag rank young enough 
:o obtain adequate training In their du- 
:ies as flag officers. This need for re- 
lorm In the navy has been ably and 
earnestly presented to congress by my 
predecessor, and -I. also -urgently rec- 
ommend the subject lor consideration.

I.do not doubt 
or one moment that much of the law- 
ess violence and cruelty exhibited In 
ynchings is directly due to the un- 
certainties and injustice growing out 
it the delays In trials. 'Judgments and 
he executions thereof by our courts. 
Of course these remarks apply quite 
is well to the administration of jus- 
Ice in state courts as to that in fed- 
eral courts, and without making In- 
vidious distinction It is perhaps not 
.00 much to say that, speaking gen- 
erally, the defects are less in the fed- 
ral courts than in the state courts. 
But they are very'great In the federal 
:ourts. 
The expedition with which 


mslness Is disposed of both on the 
civil and the criminal side of English 
courts under modern rules of pro- 
cedure makes the delays in our courts 
seem archaic and barbarous. The pro- 
cedure 
in the federal 
courts should 


'urnlsh an 
example 
for the state 


courts. 
I presume 
It Is impossible, 


vlthout an amendment to the constl- 
.utlon. to unite under one form of ac- 
tion the proceedings at common law 
and proceedings In equity In the fed- 
eral court, but It is certainly not im- 
possible by a statute to simplify and 
moke short and direct the procedure 
both at law and In equity In those 
courts. 
It is not impossible to cut 


down still moro than It Is cut down, 
tha Jurisdiction of the supreme court 
so as to confine It almost wholly to 
statutory and constitutional questions. 
Jnder the present statutes the equity 
and admiralty procedure In the fed- 
eral courts Is under the control of th4 
supreme court, but In the pressure of 
Business to which that court is sub- 
jected. It is Impossible to hope that _ 
radical and proper reform of the fed- 
eral equity procedure can be brought 
about.

0 their customers is 291 miles, while 
the average haul of magazines Is 1.049, 
and of miscellaneous periodicals 1,123 
miles. Thus, the average haul of the 
magazine Is three and one-half times 
and that of the miscellaneous periodi- 
cal nearly four times the haul of the 
dally newspaper, yet all of them pay 
the same postage rate of 1 cent a 
pound. 
The statistics of 1907 show 


that second-class mall matter consti- 
tuted 63.91 per cent oi-the weight of all 
the mall, .and yielded only 5.19 per 
cent ot revenue. 


The figures given are startling, and 


show the payment by the government 
of an enormous subsidy to the news-- 
papers, "magazines, and periodicals, 
and

crepancy between the actual cost of 
transportation and the compensation 
exacted therefor. 


A .great saving might be mads,
